WASHINGTON, June 6. 


(IP)—Rain and slim army ra- 
tions failed today to dim the 
fire of the "bonus expedi- 
tionary force," as its leaders 
continued their drive for im- 
mediate cash payment of 
service certificates. 


So energetic was the lobbying 
by increased numbers in the house 
and senate office buildings that 
extra police were stationed at stra- 
tegic points. 
No attempt 
..as 
made to restrict visits to the con- 
gressmen, but officers hoped to 
hold the war veterans down to one 
or two callers at a time. 
Metropolitan police, meanwhile, 
estimated they had food enough 
to last through tomorrow. The to- 
tal here now is mdre than 2,500. 
P. D. Glassford, superintendent 
of police, requested George Alman, 
Portland, Ore., commander-in-chief 
of the veterans to make muster 
rolls of all men to eliminate all 
but bonaflde former soldiers'. 
•A house vote on the $2,000,000,- 
000 cash payment issue is sched- 
uled for next Monday.

Benito Mussolini has outlived an- 
other bomb plot against his life. 
The fact became known yes- 
terday 
with the announcement 
that police had, arrested 
a 25- 
year-old Italian, armed 
with a 
pistol and two 
bombs, 
outside 


the premier's office in the Pal- 
azzo Venezia. 
The arrest was made Saturday. 
The announcement said the man, 
Angclo Sbardellotto, confessed he 
intended to kill the premier dur- 
ing the celebration Saturday in 
honor of General Garibaldi, Italy's 
liberator, and his wife. Anita. The 
time was chosen, the young man 
said, because Garibaldi 
was 
a 


symbol of liberty In Italy. 
The police identified 
Sbardell- 
otto as *. member of an organi- 
zation called "Justice and Lib- 
erty," pledged to violent action, 
i 


The bombs were intended for 
the Premier and the pistol was 
to be used to kill himself, the pris- 
oner told police. 
He carred a forged Swiss pass- 


port and he was believed to have 
come here from Cannes, France. 
He was arrested when he attract- 
ed the attentiou of a detective 
near the Palazzo Venezia. 
A thorough search was begun 


as a protective measure for King 
Victor Emmanuel, who reviewed 
16,000 troops of the Rome garri- 
son yesterday on the anniversary 
of the Italian constitution. Police

At Pitsburgh police mobilized 


at dawn today to insure order 
when the 1,500 men approached 
that city from west and north 
arrived. 


Two hundred and fifty march- 
ers were given box car transpor- 
tation by the Pennsylvania rail- 
road from Old Robey, Ind., yes- 
terday and were due in Washing- 
ton today. At Kansas City 180 
men 
outmaneuvered 
police and 
boarded a freight for St. Louis, 
while 
500 others mobilized at 
Wichita. 


Opposition to this method of 


urging bonus payments appeared 
frequently today among veterans 
themselves. 
The leader of 300 at 
Dallas resigned as their command-

William A. Gray charged that

dent; H. F. Guggenheim, a large 
stockholder In the Chile Copper 
company, and the Tfatlonal City 
Company made a "million and a 
quarter dollars" 
by buying up 


stock in the Chile company when 
they knew It was to be convert- 
ed Into Anaconda stock. 
Ryan on the stand contended 


he had taken a serious "loss" be- 
cause he is still holding Ana- 
conda stock and it has gone way 
down. Guggenheim sold his stock 
and made $404,000, Gray said. 


Ryan acknowledged if he had 


been "smart enough to sell" he 
would have made the same.
